MARKET  SUMMARY  - JANUARY  I968 


The  Chattanooga  Order  MINIMUM  uniform  producer  price  is  $5-73  per  cwt . at  pool  plants 
for  milk  testing  3-5^  butt erf at . The  producer  butterfat  differential  is  8.^  cents 
for  each  one-tenth  of  one  percent  above  or  below  3-5^  test. 

In  January  I968,  8l.l^  of  the  producer  milk  received  by  pool  plants  was  priced  in 
Class  I at  $6.20  per  cwt.  and  18.9^  was  priced  in  Class  II  at  $L.01  per  cwt.  The 
January  butterfat  differential  for  Class  I was  8.8  cents  and  Class  II  was  J .6  cents. 

Total  producer  milk  received  during  January  I968  was  I8, 232,761  pounds  which  is  an 
increase  of  199^617  pounds  or  1.1'^  compared  with  January  1967-  The  January  daily 
average  deliveries  per  farm  from  5^6  producers  was  1,077  pounds.  This  compares  to 
568  farms  delivering  a daily  average  of  1,024  pounds  per  day  during  January  1987*

USDA  SETS  HEARINGS  IN  MEMPHIS  ON  ALL  74  FEDERAL  MILK  ORDERS 


The  U.  S.  Department  of  Agriculture  has  scheduled  two  important  national  public 
hearings,  February  19  and  February  23,  1968,  on  Federal  milk  marketing  orders.  Both 
hearings  will  be  held  at  the  Chisca  Plaza'Hotel,  272  S.  Main  St.,  Memphis,  Tennessee. 

The  February  19th  hearing  will  consider  proposals  to  amend  or  extend  all  74  Federal 
milk  marketing  orders  to  cover  filled  or  imitation  milk,  as  well  as  milk  in  its 
natural  form.  Filled  milk  is  a product  containing  skim  milk,  or  skim  milk  reconsti- 
tuted from  nonfat  dry  milk,  with  added  vegetable  fat  in  place  of  the  natural  butter- 
fat . Other  so-called  Imitation  milk  products  may  rely  on  sodium  caseinate  or  other 
sources  for  their  protein  and  on  vegetable  sources  for  sugar  and  fats . 

The  principal  issue  of  the  national  hearing  beginning  February  23rd  will  be  the  con- 
sideration of  proposals  to  extend  temporary  Class  I prices  made  effective  last  year. 
Without  the  requested  extension, Class  I prices  in  most  markets  would  decline  after 
April  1968.  The  termination  date  is  April  30  for  certain  temporary  price  factors, 
including  20  cents  in  the  Class  I price  differential  and  a minimum  basic  formula  of 
$4.05  per  hundredweight.  In  a few  markets  using  economic  price  formulas,  comparable 
action  is  requested.
